New offensive from 
demonstrators

President Nixon’s decision to blockade North Vietnam in an effort to 
halt the Communist offensive against the south triggered a new 
offensive Monday from antiwar demonstrators. 
Antiwar protesters tipped over a police car and burned it during a 
chanting, torchlight march near the University of California at 
Berkeley. About 500 m archers wound their way from "Ho Chi Minh 
P ark ” to Telegraph Avenue near the campus’ main gate, where they 
blocked traffic and threw rocks. 
About 500 demonstrators from Columbia University marched down 
Broadway in New York following President Nixon s Vietnam speech, 
smashing windows at two banks. An undetermined number of persons 
received minor injuries when the mob clashed with police after rocks 
were thrown through the windows of one bank, police said. Ten arrests 
were reported. 
About 1,000 marchers blocked traffic on the Boulder-Denver 
Turnpike near the University of Colorado campus at Boulder. Police 
took no action to move the demonstrators and closed the road to 
traffic. The m archers dispersed after setting a few fires. There were 
no arrests or injuries. 
Minnesota Gov. Wendell Anderson came to the door of his St Paul 
mansion early this morning to talk with about 150 University of 
Minnesota antiwar demonstrators. Anderson told the demonstrators 
he would telegraph President Nixon to protest the escalation of the 
war and agreed to meet with a delegation elected by the protesters 
today. 
"The news this evening is the saddest news that we ve had certainly 
in our lifetimes," Anderson told the demonstrators, referring to 
Nixon’s Vietnam speech. " I ’m as shocked and astounded as all of 
you.’’ 
Some 1,500 students from the University of California at Santa 
Barbara and others blocked traffic on busy U S 101 freeway for nearly

Los Alamos is not only a town 
iere you can buy a bit of nostalgia 
it you can be a part of it. With only 
fringe of modernity, this quaint

By now, the practicle goods of 


yesteryear have become antiques 
and original buildings still extant on 
Bell Street house a variety of items 
from the U.S. and abroad What was 
originally C. H. Pearson’s Cheap 
Cash Store is now the Centenniel 
Gallery and This N That Shop of 
antiques and art. Pearson’s store, 
vintage 1885, dealt in groceries, dry 
goods and a m ortuary of sorts — 
they sold coffins. 
Bloominger's Antiques and The 
Little Shop of antiques are in the 
next block down, along with the Los 
Alamos General Store. The latter 
building, constructed in 1880, was 
used 
as 
a 
grocery 
store 
and 
millinery shop and has been in use 
as a general store since the original 
o w n e r , 
A l f r e d 
N e w m a n , 
relinquished it around 1901. 
Today, the old General Store has 
been refurbished, and still boasts 
dry goods, hardware and groceries. 
Stick candy, Gibson girl cigarette 


advertisem ents, a wooden Indian 
and a pot-bellied stove affect an old- 
time atm osphere, along with other 
relics and antiques. In the loft at the 
back of the store, one can also find 
for sale, replicas from the world of 
ancient Byzantine, Egypt, Rome, 
mythology and religious history in 
the form of 14 carat gold and 
sterling silver jewelry. 
Also on Bell Street is the 22-room 
Gay Nineties Hotel, with dining 
room and cocktail lounge.

Scenic highway 


An extremely long struggle will be 
culminated today with the dedication of an 
18-mile stretch of Highway I between Las 
Cruces and Lompoc as a part of this 
State's “scenic highways.” 
Officials will gather today at Las Cruces 
turn-off to unveil a large scenic highway 
route sign directing travelers to Lompoc. 
The very familiar “poppy shields 
will be 
placed all along the 18-rmle stretch into the 
city. 
The California State Scenic Highway 
program was established in 1963 bv the 
State 
legislature 
following 
action 
by 
concerned citizens to preserve the state's

beauty and to identify and protect scenic 
corridors adjacent to state highways. 


With the scenic highway designation, 
Highway 1 is now afforded protection of its 
highly scenic and historic values. 


in addition to the protection afforded, 
the scenic designation will also contribute 
to this community’s efforts at attracting 
tourism. The state's master plan for 
scenic highways embraces 6,000 miles. 
Only 10 per cent of this master plan so far 
been designated. Given a choice, tourists 
prefer scenic designations rather than 
multi-lane freeways.

One province is gone, 
another teeters at the brink, the 
refugees swarm out of the cities in 
such numbers as the Chinese did 
during 
the 
thirties 
fleeing 
the 
Japanese, 
the South Vietnamese 
army falls apart, whole regiments 
and divisions become nothing more 
than journalistic abstractions. Why 
didn't we know9 Anticipate it? Warn 
against it9 
There are many cases to be made 
against President Nixon, but let us 
confine ourselves to the one that 
says sim ply: with all his experience, 
with his knowledge of the dozen 
tim es his predecessor ventilated an 
optimism 
which 
proved 
to 
be 
inopportune to the point of being 
macabre, what did he do to overhaul 
the means by which he got his 
information
